Connie  Harris,  SouthEast  Colorado  Catt lewomen 1 s 
immediate  past  president  gave  a report  on  her  organizations 
activities.  She  introduced  State  Cattlewomen  President^ 

Wilma  KJosness  and  her  husband.  She  then  introduced  Kaye 
Kasza  and  Marilyn  Weber  who  reported  on  the  national  beef 
cook-off  to  be  held  in  Colorado  Springs,  September  22-24,  1991. 
They  are  looking  for  cowboys  who  could  work  those  days.  They 

stressed  the  importance  of  presenting  the  Cowboy  Image  at 
this  event. 


Steve  McEndree. called  attention  to  the  table  that  has 
tonights  3 auction  items.  A Pewter  Antelope  donated  by  Shalah 
& Jess  Perkins;  a pair  of  xvelly  Sinka  spurs  donated  by  Steve 
& Jamie  McBndree;  and  an  Antique  Safe  donated  by  Corwin  Brown. 

President  Schleining  introduced  Beeves  Brown,  Executive 
Vide—  resident  of  CCA*  Reeves  comrcended  Dr*  KXinkerican  and 
his  committee  for  preparing  the  Beef  Safty  Brochure  addressed 
to  cattlemen  that  should  be  arriving  in  our  mail  boxes  any  day. 
He  also  reported  that  the  building  fund  has  about  $40,000.00. 
Reebes  then  gave  a legislative  update.  500  bills  have  been 
introduced  with  67  having  been  itentified  as  impacting  the 
cattlemen.  The  weed  bill  mill  levy  has  been  killed,  the  bill 
to  raise  state  land  transaction  fees  has  been  amended,  bill 
dddPining  a corral^  feed— lot j etc*  h.as  been  worked  on,  bill 
raising  the  access  fee/day  for  hunting  and  still  be  able  to 
collect  game  damages,  monitoring  a bill  for  land  acquisition 
for  D.O.W.  , and  a resolution  by  Senator  Bishop  to  put  a 
Great  Outdoors  Trust  Fund  initiative  on  the  ballot  at  the 
next  election. 

Terry  Carlstrom,  CCA  President,  mentioned  State  Land 
access  issue,  higher  grazining  fees  on  public  lands,  EPA  and 
wetlands.  He  also  stressed  the  importance  that  CCA  is  a 
volunteer  organization  as  well  as  being  a grass  roots  group. 

Joe  Kasza,  2nd  Vice-President  of  CCA  urged  everyone  to 
check  with  their  local  SCS  offices  about  their  Wet Lands 
designations  and  to  appeal.  He  also  addressed  the  Beef  Cook-off 
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Corwin  Brown,  immediate  past  president  if  CCA, reported 
on  t!ie  State  Lands  Access  task  force  that  he  has  been  appointed 
to  serve  on.  A hearing  will  be  held  in  La  Junta  on  March  19*  20th 
Public  testimony  will  be  taken  the  eveMng  of  March  19th. 

Testimony  must  be  presented  in  written  form.  He  urged  any  one 
with  state  lands  to  go  and  give  testimony. 

Mack  Louden,  Southeast  i representative  on  the  CCA  Board 
told  the  group  that  he  was  there  to  represent  them  and  would 
represent  their  wishes  to  the  Board. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  presentation  by  Barbara 
Wilkenson  from  NCA  communications  department. 

A short  break  was  held  to  partake  of  coffee  and  donuts 
furnished  by  Farm  Credit  Services  and  Federal  Land  Bank.  Chuck 
Blasi  of  Farm  Credit  was  introduced. 

President  Snhleining  announced  that  Ross  Nielsen, 

Dave  Mendenhall,  and  Steve  Ptolemy  have  been  accepted  to 
CCA  Young  Cattlemen's  Leadership  Conference  in  Denver  next  week. 

State  Brand  Commissioner,  Gary  Shoun,  was  introduced.  He 
then  introduced  stock  inspectors,  Terry  Seat,  Bill  Means,  and 
Joe  Corum, 

Mel  Depra,  area  wildlife  supervisor  for  D.O.W.,  reported 
more  on  the  Outdoor  Trust  fund.  He  also  reported  on  a panel 
that  he  attended  where  the  humane  treatment  of  animal  proponents 
were  in  attendance.  They  want  all  funting,  fishing,  trapping, 
etc.  shopped.
